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RELIANCE FLEES ACROSS LINE 
LIKE GRAY GHOST OUT OF MIST 


As in Historic Race When 
America Won Cup, There Was 
No Second, 


LAST PORTION OF RACE 


SMILED IN DENSE. FOR 


Shamrock III Missed the Line En- 
tirely and Did Not Finish. 
Great Burst of Cheers 
Greeted Victory of 
Reliance. 


New York, September 3.—The Reliance, 
the American cup defender, today won 
the third and final race and the sertes for 
that famous sea trophy, the America’s 
cup. In a dense fog, which prevented 
vision beyond 200 yards, she finished the 


race at 5:30:02, amid the acclamations of , 


the assembled fleet. Shamrock ITI, after 
running for more than an hour In the 
fog. missed the finish line, passed by it 
and then returned to it from the opposite 
direction. As the Reliance waa then be- 
ing towed through the fleet. yacht ensigns 
fluttering from her truck spreaders in 
celebration of her victory, the Shamrock 
ITt did not cross the finish line. As often 
said of the historic race when the Amer- 
ica won the cup, there was no second. 

This suceess was achieved onlg after 
four futile attempts to sail off the final 
rece,and after the outcome had been aa- 
mitted by even Sir Thomas J.ipton to he 
a foregone conclusion. Today's was th? 
eighth attempt to sail a race. After one 
fluke, the Reliance won two races—one by 
seven minutes and three seconds and the 
oiler by one minute and nineteen seconds. 
A week azo today the first attempt to sal! 
ihe third race failed, and attempts have 
been made every day this week. On two 
occasions the Rellance led the Shamrock 
to the finish Ine by about two miles, but 
failed to reach it before the expiration of 
the time limit of five and a half hours. 
Today’s victory means that the cun Is 
destined to remain in America until Eneg- 
land is able to produce a genius equal to 
Herreshoff in yacht designing. 

Finish Most Spectacular. 

Rarely. if ever. hag there been a more 
spectacular finish than the Reliance’s to- 
day. After racing for more than an hour 
at terrifia speed through a blinding fog. 
the Reliance burst through the wall of 
mist upon the v@sion of the spectators on 
the fleet assembled on the finish line, 
and, heeline ynder a great bellying bal- 
loon jib topsajl till her lee rail was awas!l. 
fled across the finish almost before the 
spectators could determine for a cer- 
tainty that it was she. 

The duel between the skippers began at 
the sound of the preparatory gun. and 
continued through a series of brilliant 
maneuvers in which Captain Barr again 
proved his splendid seamanship by out- 
generaling Captain Wringe, until the 
boats went across the line. He never re- 
linquished-the windward position which 
the Reliance held when the preparatory 
gun was fired, Alternately luffing and 
keeping away, Captain Barr prevented 
the @hamrock from getting away from 
him and across the line, but two min- 
utes after the startirg ¢un and at the 
sound of the gun indicating the expiration 
of the handicap, Captain Wringe luffed 
the Shamrocke across the stern of the 
Reliance and the two boats went acrosa# 
the line tagether.

Reliance Steadily Gained. 

For more than an hour they sailed on 
that tack down the shore of Sandy Hook 
end the nighlands of Navasink to Sea- 
bright, and during a!l that time the Re- 
liance steadily worked up to windward 
ef the beaten challenger, outpointing and 
outfooting her- at the same time and 
passing to windward of her. The Rell- 
ance steadily gained and when at 3:10 
both boats headed off the mark 6 miles 
away, the Reliance was a good mile 
shead and gaining. Holding to a fresh- 
ering wind and jumping info a rising 
sea, which at times threw their ylong 
bows high out of the water to come down 
with a splash that sent miniature clouds 
cf foam flying from under their power- 
ful shoulders, the boats were making a 
pretty spectacle of it. The boats were 
gaining speed with every mile and the 
Shamrock III was a long miie astern 
when the Reliance whirled about the 
cark and a towering stretch of canvas 
broke and bellied out from her spinnaker 
pole and over her lean bow. The home- 
ward stretch had begun.

For three-quarters of an hour the only 
variation was a slow gait by the leading | 


boat. The sky was clear and the slanting 
tays of the yellow western sun painted 
a beautiful marine picture with the 
yachts as center figures, when at 4:20, 
with almost half the course yet to be 
sailed, a thick bank of fog came rolling 
in before the southeast wind and en- 
veloped Shamrock III in a blinding cloud 
that shut her out of the vision of the 
fleet as though she had been wiped from 
the surface of the sea. 

Reliance ran along for five minutes 
longer with the sun gleaming upon her 
Sails until the fog bank reached and 
rofied over her and she, too, ‘disappeared 
from sight. As It caught her she felt 
also a heavier wind from the southeast, 
smothered her spinnaker and, leaning to 
the wind, fled at a swift pace like a dim 
ghost through the gray mist. 

The two racers sailed in that dangerous 
fashion at top speed for an hour. Mean- 
time the Navigator, carrying the regatta 
committee, hunted for the light ship to 
establish the finish line. It was 5:20 
o’elock when they found it and the fleet 
began to gather about her. All was a 
blank gray of fog. Ten minutes they 
waited, then the Reliance, heeling before 
the wind, her sails beilying hard and her 
lee rails dragging the spindrift, burst 
through the veil of fog and upon the 
startled vision of the expectant watchers 
on the little fleet. Hardly had they 
recognized the familiar feature of the 
American craft when, with her great bal- 
loon jib topsail fluttering into the arms

and about $700,000 in excess of the road's 
return. 
Arbitrators Dissented. 

Neither Mr, Brown nor Mr. Ellis would 
assent to Judge Nottingham’s figures. It 
was stated that Mr. Ellis wanted a 
valuation of about $800,000 on the fran- 
chise. Mr. Brown, on the other hand, 
insisted on a total valuation of the South- 
ern’s property in Georgia, tangible and 
intangible, of $15,200,000. Of this amount 
$5,000,000 would have been on the [ran- 
chise and the balance on the tangible 
property. Mr. Brown said he arrived 
at this figure by chpitalizing the sys- 
tem’s net earnings in Georgia on a 5 per 
eent basis and deducting one-thirg im 
order to put the return on the basis of 
other property returns in the state. 

No two of the three members of the board 
could agree on any set of figures at the 
morning session, and an adjourrfmen{t was 
taken until afternoon. In the meantime 
an opinion was requested from Attorney 
General Hart as to the status of the um- 
pire, and he gave the opinion already re- 
ferred to, that the umpire is the final 
judge, and that his figures must stand 
even if neither of the arbitrators agree 
With him. This made Judge Nottingham 
the sole judge of the values in the case, 
and his §gures were made the return of 
the board, both of the arbitrators joining 
in the report under the opinion of Judge 
Hart. 

Mr. Brown, however, dissented from the 
return ag made by Judge Nottingham, on 
the ground that it made the franchise 
tax law a practical nullity, and he filed 
with the return the following minority re- 
port: 

“The people of this state have declared 
in favor of a franchise tax, and expected 
to collect the same upon a fair valuation 
of the property involved. This award 
virtually makes the law a nullity, so far 
as this case is concerned. 

“Therefore, I dissent therefrom. 

“J. POPE BROWN, 
“Arbitrator for the State.’’ 

In spéaking of the foregoing dissenting 
Opinion last night, Mr. Brown said: 

“My dissenting opinion ig not intended 
to reflect in any manner either on Judge 
Nottingham or Mr. Ellis. It is simply .a 
question of my opinion and theirs. I have 
known Judge Nottingham for twenty 
years, and have absolute confidence in' 
his integrity and fairness. The only dif- 
derénce is he thought one way and I 
thought another.” 

The Alabama Great Southern. 

The same arbitretors who passed on the' 
Southern railway passed also on the fran- 
chise assessment of the Alabama Great 
Southern. which belongs to the Southern 
railway and of which there are 24.3 miles 
in Georgia. 

The same franchise valuation per mile. 
$1,800, was applied to this road. making 
the tota] franchise returns $43,740 as 
against the comptroller general’s assess- 
ment Of $288,000, or about $12,000 per’mile. 

This also was the finding of Judge Not- 
tingham, standing alone, the arbitrators 
disagreeing with him as 4n the case of 
the rest of the Southern system. 


-‘Case of the Seaboard. 

= the case of the Seaboard A:r-Lane, 
the value of the franchise was fixed by 
the board ast $1,250,000, as against $3,997. 
991, .@t, which jt was a’sexsed by the 
comptroller general. In thif case R. C. 
Alston, the arbitrator for the road, 
agreed with the umpire, Howard Thomp- 
son, of Gainesville, and Judge Spencer R. 
Atkinson, representing the state, though 
he joined in the report in deference to 
the opinion of the attorney general, dis- 
sented to the finding. This finding, how- 
ever, fixes the value of the Seaboard’s 
franchise at $1,941 per mile. or $141 more 
per mile than that of the Southern. 

In the Seaboard Air Line arbitration 
there was no question as to the tangible 
preperty. the company’s return of 37,664,- 
696 having been acccpted by the comptrol- 
ler general. 

This company’s franchise was assessed 
at $3,997,991. It has 644 miles in Geordia. 
which makes the frank ise assessment 
about $6,200 per mile. The finding of the 
board of arbitration put the franchise 
at $1,250,000, or about $1,941 per mile, a 
little more than W per cent of the assess- 
ment. 

Judge Atkinson wrote a dissent at the 
bottom of the finding, stating that he 
considered the award ‘too small, but that 
in deference to the opinion of the attor- 
ney general he joined the arbitrators in 
making the report. 

Means Big Hole in Treasury. 

The foregoing findings mean a loss to 
the state in returns of $7.750,00 from 
these two railroad systems alone, and at 
the same rate the final valuation of cor- 
porate franchises throughout the state, 
ard many are yet to be determined. will 
be about $20,000,000 below the total assess- 
ments made by Comptroller General 
Wright. 

This $20,000,000 was included in the tax 
returns in making up the total figures 
of $513,000,000, on which the tax rate of 
5 rhilie was based. The loss of this 
amount from the assessment will mean 
- $100,000 less in the state treasury than has 
been calculated on; it will create a de 
ficit to that extent, below the amount 
counted on by the governor and the 
comptroller general when the tax rate 
was fixed. 

Among the franchise tax assessments 
yet to be arbitrated are those of the At- 
lantic Coast Line, essessed at $4,662,000; 
Central of Georgia. assessed at $5,500,000; 
Georgia Railway and Electric Company, 
eusessed at $2,200,000; Savanrah Street 
railway, assessed at $1,400,000; Atlanta 
Gas Light Company, assessed at $512,000, 
and several others i 

If all of these are cut down about 7% 
per ont, as in the case of the Southern 
ana’the Seaboard, it will be easy te see 
how there will be a slump of $26,000,000 
in the assessments made by the comp- 
troller general. 

Every known source of income to the 
state was taken into consideration when 
the governor and comptroller general 
fixed the tax rate at 5 mills; therefore, 
there is no way of getting this $100,000, 
which will have to be had tO meet all the 
appropriations of the legislature, except 
by borrowing it. 

The governor and comptroller general 
said yesterday it was evident the state 
would have to borrow next year in order 
ty meet its expenses. 


The Umpire Sole Judge. 

The opinion of Attorney General Hart 
which has been referred to, and which 
was given at the request of ihe arbitra- 
tors in the case of the Southern railway, 
tolds that the umpire is practically the 
sole judge of the valuations, and in the 
évent both the arbitrators disagree with 
him, his figures must stand. The arbi- 
trators must then join him in making the

“Second. If you answer this question in 
the affirmative, then is it or is it not 
the duty of each of the arbitrators lo 
sign the award so made by the umpire, 
and adopt it as their own? 

“Third. Would an award signed by the 
umpire alone be legal?’ 

I understand the: reasen for asking the 
foregoing questions is due to the fact that 
the arbitrators and the umpire selected 
t> pass on the assessment of the property 
in controversy differ among themselves 
as to values, The submission is in purf- 
svance of the act of 1878-79, page 166, and 
codified as gection 807, volume 1, of the 
code, which is as follows: ‘‘Whenever 
the comptroiler general shall be dissat- 
isfied with the return for taxation re- 
quired by law to be made to him by 
any corporation, company, ~erson or in- 
stitution, and shall make an assessment 
which is not satisfactory to the officer 
0; person making such return, and two 
arbitrators are chosen, oné by the comp- 
troller general and the other by said 
officer or person, if said arbitrators fail 
to select an-umpire within thirty days 
after receiving notice of their appoint- 
ment, the governor shall appoint two ar- 
bitrators, who, with the arbitrator se- 
loctéd by said officer or person repre- 
senting the corporation, company, per- 
eon or instituiuon, shall determine the 
question of amount or value, as the case 
may be, and their award sha]] be final.’ 

While the act is very meager, an anal- 
ysis of it will show that it provides two | 
methods for assessing property when the 
comptroller general is dissatisfied with 
the return, viz, two arbitrators and an 
umpire, or upon failure to select an um- 
pire, then three arbitrators are to de- 
termine the values. The rule for making 
the award varies, that is to say, in the 
first instance, if the two arbitrators fail 
to agree the umpire is “authorize@ to de- 
termine the subject matter of dispute; 
in the second instance, under the sub- 
missicn providing for the three arbitra- 
tors, then the award chould be concurred 
in at least by two. The umpire clearly 
has such authority.

COLONEL CHILDS 


BREATHES LAST 


Prominent Rome Citizen and 
Secret Order Man 
Dies, 


Rome, Ga., Septémber 3.—(Sipecial.)— 
Colonel J. J. Childs, one of the most 
prominent and best known men in Remeé, 
died at his home. here today after @ 
protracted attack of dysentery with ather 
serious complications. 

Colonel Childs, besides being identified 
for years with the business interests of 
Rome, was quite prominent socially and 
had hundreds of friends throughout Geor- 
gia. 

He was a Scottish Rite, 32 degree,

Christians Are in Terror. 

London, September 4.—The Daily Mail's 
correspondent, in a dispatch from Mon- 
astir dated August 31, tells of an inef- 
fectual attempt he made to penetrate 
Albanian .cordon and reach Arkenisko. 
He was threatened with death and com- 
pelled to return under guard. He gives 
numerous instances of Turkish brutality 
and treachery. The villagers of Armen- 
iskO Were massacred before a single in- 
Surgent visited the place. The inhab- 
itants of the village of Veolkas, near 
Florina, were butchered while on their 
way to Florina under guard, after hav- 
ing surrendered on g guarantee of im- 
munity. 

At Florina, continues the correspondent, 
the Christians are in a state of abject 
fear, and are handicapped by a bigoted 


Greek métropolitan, who orders them to | 


stay in the village and not to flee, with 
the result that the savage soldiery mur- 
der them. by the scores. The European 
residents of Monastir, including the con 
Suls, aree in a state of great anxiety. 
Many, including the Italian consul, have 
recently been insulted by soldiers. Oper- 
ations commenced last Thursday on an 
organized scale against the insurgents, 
and bodies of troops are operating in ai! 
directions, but no reports of the results 
have yet arrived. 
Kitchner Methods Adopted. 

Constantinople, September 3.—It is said 
that the Turkish commanders are adopt- 
Ing Lord Kitchener’s tactics ip the Trans- 
vaal by making drives in the Kikilissi 
district and elsewhere with the idea of 
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destroving or driving the insurgent bands 
over the Bulgarian frontier. 

The authorities at Smyrna are refusing 
to call out more redifs, those last sum- 
moned to the colors having deserted en 
masse, because they received no pay. 

On the anniversary of his accession, 
Tuesday, the sultan received in audience 
at the palace the heads of the religious 
communities, and the ecumenical patri- 
arch made a speech of congratulations, 
In reply thereto, after thanking -the pat- 
riarch and the others present for their 
good wishes, the sultan, contrary to pre- 
cedent, spoke at some length as follows: 

“‘All my desire is for the welfare of the 
population without distinction of race Or 
religion. As to the regretable deeds to' 
which the patriarch alluded, I am con- 
vinced that the movement does not pro- 
ceed spontaneously from the population 
but is instigated from abroad. I hope the 
measures taken will insure tranquillity. I 
call God to witness the sincerity of my. 
declaration and_that all my aspirations 
and work are for the welfare and pros- 
perity of all my subjects.”’ Turning then 
to the Bulgarian patriarch, the sultan 
bade him communicate his words to his

London, September 3.—The rate of dis- 
count of the Bank of England was in- 
treased today from 3 to 4 per cent. The 


rise was attributed mainly to the with- 
drawal of gold for the repayment of the 
Netherlands railroad loan to a_ lesser 
degree to the demands for gold from Ber- 
lin. 

The action of the bank Officials was a 
great surprise to the stock exchange and 
caused a@ general all round depression, 
especially in consols. It was thought the 
in the bank rate would hinder the 
suply for American requirements. 

When asked what was the cause and 
what would be the effect of the increase 
in the bank rate, Lord Rothschilds said: 

“Some little time ago a Yeh official of 
the Bank of Germany announced that it 
would probably be necessary to raise tne 
German rate in the middle of September.’ 
1 inquired why and he informed me that 
it was because of the expected demand 
from mortgages which in Germany all 
fall due October 1, and must be paid in 
gold or in bank notes. The bankers were 
much averse to the project held out by 
the Bank of Germany and proceeded to 
iay hands on all the loose gold they could 
get in the hope of staving off the rise. 
The operations culminated today in the 
withdrawal of between $3,250,000 and $4,000,- 
000 from the Bank of England. The oniy

COUNCIL CALLED

Bulgarian Ruler and Minis- 
ters Considering the Bal-

Sofia, September 3.—A council presided 
over by Prince Ferdinand and attended 
by the premier and the ministers of in- 
terior, war and justice was held at the 
palace of Euxinograd, near Vara, today. 
The announcement of the result of the 
deliberations is anxiously awaited here. 
Insurgent bands varying in strength are 
daily passing over the border. 

The insurgent general staff has issued 
a proclamation, throughout Macedonia 
asking for the support of the whole pop- 
ulation and pointing out that the revolu- 
tionaries are not fighting for a neighbor- 
ing power, but for human rights. 

More fighting is reported from the dis- 
trict of Debre. The Turks attacked the 
revolutionaries at the village of Dambeni 
and both sides suffered heavy losses. A 
company of Albanian troops passing 
through the valley of Kitschero was 
slaughtered by revolutionaries. The 
Turkish troops recently made an attempt 
to take a pass occupied by insurgents 
through the valley of the Sateska river, 
but were defeated with great loss. 


TERROR CAUSED 
TO AUTOCRATS 


New Nevolutionary Party Is 
Producing a Panic in 
Russia. 


London, September 3.—The new revolu- 
tionary party formed in Russia entitled 
the Russian Socialist Revolutionaty party 
which differs from the Russian social 
democratic party, in being less doctrinaire 
and more violent in tactics, as revived 
something of the terrorism which shocked 
Russian society twenty years ago. 

There is a third party—the Russian 
revolutionary party. All three agree as 
to the necessity of abolishing the exist- 
ing autocracy. The new party aims 
at arousing the heart of Russia, reaching 
the peasants not affected’ by previous ef- 
forts. The dispatch asserts that since 
April, 1902, a ‘‘fighting organization’ has 
been created as a wing of the revolu- 
tionary party in order to meet force with 
force and terror with terror,

HIGH COMMISSIONERS 
READY FOR BUSINESS 
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Iondon, September 3.—The Alaskan 
boundary commissioners held their first 
meeting today in the conferencé"room of 
the foreign office. 

Prior to the formal assembling the 
commissioners met in their private con- 
ference -room and_e selected Reginald 
T. Tower, of the British diplemaite. ser- 
vice, formerly attached to the legation 
at Washington and recently minister to 
Siam, to be secretary of the commis- 
sion. J. R. Carter, secretary of 
of the United States embassy. and Mr. 
Pope, a representative of the Canadian 
government, were appointed assistant 
secretaries. Lord Chief Justice Alver- 
stone was subsequently chosen chairman 
of the commission. 

It was announced that oral arguments 
would commence September 15 and Lord 
Alverstone expressed the hope that they 
would be finished by October 9. 


In Magnificent Quarters. 

The conference room of the foreign 
office, where the commissioners met, is 
the choicest apartment in the British pub- 
lic buildings. It is a magnificent salon, 
with gothic ceiling and panelled walls. 
and has been the scene of many notable 
gatherings. It was generally used by Me 
late Lady Salisbury to receive the guests 
after the late Lord Salisbury's dinner to 
the diplomatic corps. At the end of the 
room a platform has ben constructed 
and on it was a long desk With a blue 
covering. Behind this desk were Six 
chairs, which were occupicd by the com- 
missioners whose international reputa- 
tions emphasized the importance of the 
oceasion. Elihu Root and Lord Alver- 
stone sat in the center. Separate tables 
were provided for counsel. Canadian 
counsel were the first to arrive in the 
chamber. They were followed by John 
W. Foster, former secretary of state, 
and his assistants, who were accompanied 
by Ambassador Choate. The commis- 
sioners came in a few minutes later and 
immediately began a private conference, 
which resulted in the selection of the 
officers and at which they exchanged cre- 
dentials and took the oath required by 
the treaty. 

A few minutes after 11 o'clock the com- 
mittee took their seats, Senator Turner 
on the extreme right, then Professor Sir 
Louis Jette, formerly of the superior 
court of Quebec, lieutenant governor of 
the province of Quebec, and professor of 
civil law; Mr. Root, Lord Alverstone, 
Senator Lodge, A. B. Aylesworth, who 
succeeded the late Justice Armour, of 
Canada, on the commission; Mr. Foster 
and Clifford Sifton, Canadian minister of 
the interior. The agents of the re- 
spective, governments sat at desks on 
the extreme right and left of the com- 
mission, while council and stenographers 
occupied desks facing the commissioners 

Lord Alverstone in Chair. 


Lord Alverstone, after formally 4n- 
nouncing that the committee was in ses- 
sion and stating that he had been select- 
ed as’ president an honor which he high- 
lv appreciated, asked counsel when they 
desired to begin oral arguments. Sir, 
Robert B. Finlay, the attorney general 
in behalf of the British counsel, suggést- 
ed that at least two weeks would be re- 
quired for preparation, to which Judge 
John M. Dickinson, representing the 
American counsel, asSented, though he 
said the American counsel would be 
ready in a week. Lord Alverstone asked 
when the oral arguments would be fin- 
ished and Attorney General Finlay sug- 
gested October 15, but his lordship re- 
marked that he thought a shorter period 
was advisable and October 9 was fixed 
upon, 

The committee decided to sit five days 
a week, commencing September 15, and 
to be in session from ll a. m. to 4 p. m, 
daily, and granted permission for a 
limited number of press representatives 
to attend the sitting. 

In order that the examination of the

are discussed. There atéo is extensive 
discussion of the extent of the strip 
of territory along the coast on the main- 
land that Russia conveyed to the United 
States by the treaty of 1867. It appears 
from the document that Great Britain 
concedes ‘that the line begins at Cape 
Muzon. 

The United States contends that it is 
the intention of the powers which signed 
the treaty of 1825 to confirm in ful! sov- 
ereignty to Russia a continuous strip of 
lisire along the continental shores of the 
northwest coast of America extending 
from Portland channel to the. one 
hundred and forty-first meridian 
of longitude west of. Greenwich, and 
that such strip was to 10 marine 
leagues, measured from heads of 
all guifs and other arms of the sea un- 
there was within that distance a 
range of mountains. The contention is 
further made that there is no~- such 
mountain range. It also urged that 
the United States has occupied this strip 
of territory ever since its acquisition 
from Russia, and that Russia had con- 
trolled it sinee the treaty of 1825 until 
ceded to the United States in 1867. In 
its counter statement the American com- 
mission makes rejoinder to points cov- 
ered in the presentation of the British 
side of the case, which it appéars con- 
tains two or more documents which here- 
tofore have not been given to the public. 

The additiona] evidence’ referred to 
bears on the. negotiations which took 
place between Great Britain and Russia 
during the years 1823 and 1825,/and it is 
contended that this new evidence in no 
way alters any material contention made 
in the original allegation, but that on 
the contrary it confirms and strengthens 
the position of the United States. 


As to Protests. 

These documents consist largely of 
Statements made and letters written by 
Mr. Relli, who was at that time deputy 
governor of the Hudson Bay Company, 
and itjis contended that his letters fully 
sustain the assertion that in fixing a 
line of demarkation the British gov- 
ernment acted s®lel¥y in the interests of 
company. The commissioners dis- 
cuss at some length the claim made by 
their opponents that many protests have 
been filed by British officials against 
American claim in reference to the 
boundary line. They admit that from 
time to time there have been informal 
representations, but these, they assert. 
were in the main without sufficient data 
to justify serious consideration. Indeed. 
they say that never until after the Klon- 
dike gold discoveries were made in 1896 
did the British government take up the 
question seriously. They admit that in 
1898 attention was called to the claim 
of the British government that the 10- 
league strip extended only from the main 
waters of the ocean, but they say that 
this contention was not made absolutely 
clear until the British case was delivered 
to the present tribunal on the 2d of May 
last. 

In support of the American contention 
that the strip should measure from tide 
water and from the heads of bays and 
inlets, a number of depositions are. pro- 
duced in connection with the counter case 
going to show the occupation of this strip 
by settlers from the United States since 
1880. Especial effort is directed toward 
showing the control of the country about 
the head of Lynn canal, including the 
sites of the towns of Dyea, Skagway, 
White Pass and Lake Bennett. Also stated 
that numerous documents have been pre- 
served which had been given to Indian 
chiefs and others. by officials of the 
United States showing the presence in the 
Lynn canal inlets of naval and Other 
authorities of the United States annually 
for twenty years after the United States, 
acquired the territory. It is contended 
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known to the Canadian government and 
its people. 

Discussing the boundaries proposed by 
Great Britein, the commission makes ref- 
erence to the instability of the Canadian 
contention on the point and concludes that 
the United States has from time to time 
of the cession of Alaska to the present day 
maintained but one interpretation of the 
treatyaof 1825.

of Dyvea and Skarway owed their ex- 
istence to the migration t® the Klondike. 
y assert, on the contrary, Dyea was 
founded tn 1886 and Skagway in 1888. They 
contradict flatly a contention made by the 
British commissioners to the effect that 
Canada's claim to the territories at th> 
head of Lynn canal was at the time well 
Known to the United States government. 

This. they say, is a gratuftous assertion. 
There is no proof to sustain it. Canada 
never put forward any such claim to the 
lvnited States. The claim was first made 
in 189% by Great Britain before the joint 
high commission. It is said that if the 
Canadian government had_ instructca 
British vessels to disregard these regu- 
lations there would have been gtave dan- 
ger of a serious collision. It undoubtealy 
would have been a Collision just as cé€i- 
tainly as if they had been instructed to 
diszegari the regulations of the port of 
New York.

Myr. Gaines’ said that the history of 
Man was written in race antagonism and 
race separation. A thousand years have 
not removed the prejudice against the 
Jew, who is the aristocrat of history.

Neither Mr. Graves believe that 
the formal] repea] of the fifteenth amend- 
ment will be sufficient, as it would eut out 
ambition and leave him to entertain oniy 
thoughts of comfort and lust. That the 
stronger race will lift the weaker to its 
level, the speaker did not believe, citing 
how the Hawaiians, the Tasmanians, New 
Zealanders and the Indians have withered 
and decayed by the contact with civiliza- 
tion. 
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The Only Solution. 

“Separation of the races is the wayv— 
the only way. If God ‘hath made of one 
blood all the nations of the earth,’ He 
hath also ‘established unto them the 
metes and bounds of thetr habitation: 
Iie did not intend that opposite and an- 
tagonistic races should live together. The 
prejudice of race is a pointing of provi- 
dence and the antagonism of peoples is 
the fixed policy by which God peoples tie 
different portions of the universe and 
establishes the individuality of the na- 
tions. The act that brought these people 
together ¥ this continent was a sin of 
the fathe?s—a sin of greed, an iniquity 
of trade—and the sorrow and suffering of 
the present is for the sin of the past—a 
sin against nature and a sin against God. 
The curse can be lifted only when nature 
is vindicated and God 1s obeyed. Tne 
problem will be solved only when the ne- 
gro is restored to the ‘bounds of his habi- 
tation.’ ”’ 

The wisdom of separation was opposed 
by many great minds, said Mr. Graves, 
Dantel Webster, Thomas -Jefferson. 
ward Everett, James Madison, Heniv 
Clay. Abraham Lincoln and Henry Grady 
approved and believed in it. It was not 
impossible of accomplishment, for today 
is a day of large things—a day of magnifi- 
cent enterprises—a day of eolossal move- 
ment.

If England, just out of 
the war in Africa, can expend $500,000,000 
to solve its Irish problem, then surely the 
greatest of republics, in this era of peace 
and unparalleled prosperity—at the acme 
of its wealth, at the zenith of its great. 
ness afd power—can well afford to put a 
few hundred millions into the solution of 
the vita] problem of its races—a problem 
‘demoralizing to one race and hopeless for 
ahothér—a problem that menaces unity, 
purity and peace. Liberality in this emer. 
gency is superb economy.

The Final Appeal. 

“Ladies and gentlemen, my message is 
given and my mission is done.

Abraham 
Lincoln told you In 1859 that the union 
‘could not survive half slave and half 
free.’ .I believe with all my mind that if 
he lived today his noble lips would 
lrame again the truth that the union can- 
not longer live half blackund half’ white 
nalf slave and half free! This is an issue 
upon which it seems we can never. agree. 

“For half a hundred years we have 
wrangled and fought and bled and died 
about this Black Man from Africa! Is 
the wrangle worth its fearfu) cost? Shah 
the great northern section of. our com- 
mon country always turn its hétnd against 
the great southern section of our coun 
try? Shall the yv@ung American of the 
north steel his heart: against the voung 
American of the south over an alien’s 
cause? Shgll the children of one blapd 
and of’a eommeon glorious heritage divide 
in bitterness over a stranger in our midst? 
Shall the memories of Eutaw and York- 
town be .obliterated in the recollections 
of Wilmington and Newnan? Shall the 
pface and harmony of this great republic 
be forever imperiled for the sake of the 
negro, whose faults and whose weakness 
so wonderfully outwetgh his virtues and 
his gratitude?

Manila, September 3—The Jolo con- 
stabulary have come in confiict with a 
body of insurgents in the province of 
Cavite, near the Laguna de Bay, and 
killed twenty of them during a sharp 
engagement.

Wir. Graves’ Address. ey 
‘The address of Hon. John Temple 
Graves, delivered before the com- 
mencement of the University of Chi- 
cago yesterday, was an exceptionally 
admirable presentment of the histor- 
ical status of the negro in the south. 


and comprehensive epitome of the 
whole socalled race question was 
ever before compressed within an 
hcour’s talk, and it is superfluous to add 
that the rounded rhetoric and moving 
eloquence were Mr. Graves’ own. De- 
livered bygpuch @ man, in such a man- 
ner and upder such auspices, the ad- 
dress could not be otherwise than no- 
table and is certain to inspire wide- 
spread renewed interest in the subject 
under discussion. 

Our northern friends, who necessa- 
rily, must stuay this great question 
through the haze of distance, have 
been given an intimate and vitalized 
view of the south’s predicament—for 
that is the wi.d. -ar. Graves has, 
with his deft strokes on ihe high 


lights, enabled them to put themselves }. 


in the place of their brethren of the 
south. This is well, for it is a large 
question, a grave question, and any- 
thing but a sectional question, though 
a section of our common country be 
most directly .corcerped in it. The 
problem, if it will be insisted that it 
is such, is not even beunded by the 
nation. It concerns humanity itself. 

It requires no historical aralyst to 
demonstrate how largely and vitally 
the lowly African has figured and is 
figuring in our national destiny, but 
we dare say that Mr. Graves’ succinct 
review along this line struck many of 
his hearers as a revelation in the phi- 
losophy of history. If the sins of the 
fathers are visited upon succeeding 
generations ip politics and sociology, 
then the republic has atoned in blood 
and treasure, in strife and enmity, be- 
yond figure or word to express, for the 
cardinal sin of slavery, and the south 
is but now lifting her head from 
sackcloth and ashes. 

Admirable as is Mr. Graves’ hand- 
ling of the whole subject, and as inter- 
esting as has been his elucidation of 
it, The Constitution, in common, we 
believe, with an overwhelming major- 
ity of southern folk, takes issue with 
his proffered solution. In the first 
place, we believe Mr. Graves exagger- 
ates out of all rationality the menace 
of nine million negro inhabitants in 
the United States, although we are 
not calling in question the gravity of 
certain phases of the negro’s present 
condition in the south. We do not 
believe <he®re is anything in the racial 
logic of civilization, under the record 
of history, that proves the im possi- 
bility of widely diverggnt peoples liv- 
ing and working togetaer for decent 
livelihood and material advancement, 
and that with a minimum of social and 
political friction. In the very nuature 
ef imcdern progress civilization is het- 
erogeneous, ard becomes the more 80 
the higher its development. Even the 
eftete and semi-barbarows civilizations 
of Asia, with al] their castes of reli- 
gion and society, have from time im- 
memorial been cosmopolitan in their 
labor, trade and commerce. They 
draw no race line in the matter of 
breathing a common air. 

Abstractiv, the proposition of racial 
segregation is race bigotry, worthy of 
tne dark ages. Where, in this enlight- | 
ened time ard land, is there an 
irrepressibie conflict and deadly 
ireconcilability between  habitant 
races? Seven million negroes there 
are in the southern. states, living 
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ard if a voleano is under their feet, 
the surface evidences are lacking. 
To all appearances they are getting 
along very well teg@ther and mutually 5 
prospering. Trué, things are not all 
that we should like to have them, but 
there is being evolution along sound 
lines, nobody is persecuted or op- 
pressed because of the color of his 
skin, nor ig the “door of opportunity” 
elosed to any one for this reason, if 
the pnrase be sanely interpreted. 

Doubtless there are many negroes 
in the country, ncerth as well as south, 
who are piping for a negro Utopia. 
By the same token, there are more 
white American citizens in «he coun- 
try pining for El Dorado. The reason 
in both instances is social, although 
the negro is quick to persuade himself 
that it is racial. The negro’s wrongs 
are fanciful and sentimental. He has 
every subsiantial benefit of citizen- 
ship here, if he will work and practice 
the prudént virtues that make for the 
white man’s well-being. He can ac- 
quire property by thrift and live in 
peace and plenty. The trouble is that 
the mass of negroes, like too many 
ne’er-do-well whites, are naturally in- 
clined to wait for Elijah’s ravers, and, 
lean from the waiting, imagine they 
have a race prablem to solve. 

As we have, said, it is only the 
worll-old social problem, but with 
some minor racial aggravations, per- 
haps. People of this class, be they 
white or black, are restless and gen- 
erally social malcontents, ready to 
jump at any chimerical scheme of re- 
lief, particuiarly ar emigration 
scheme. We dare say that if some 
one would organize a fund to trans- 
port would-be emigrants to darkest 
Africa, with a cash bonus attached, he 
would find that the negroes wou!d not 
follow. The negro may talk a good 
deal about his race grievances, but he 
knows che south is ais congenial hab- 
itat, and here he will! stay. 

Mr. Graves claims that, by actual 
authoritative statistics, “the negro no 
longer mak:s tke staple or cereal 
crops of the sovth,” and leaves the 

ference ‘hat the south has reached 
a point tvhere it Gan spare his labor. 
Here in Georgia we have had recentty 
some eminently practical demonstra- 
tions esté@blishing the fallacy of such 
an argument. “Peg Leg” Williams, 


gration agent of some western rail- 
roads, held out glittering inducements 
for Georgia negroes to gc west, and 
thousands of them went. The result 
was to the serious injury of the field 
‘labor of several of the state’s hest ag- 
ricultura! covnties, and the resent- 
ment of the farmers toward the med- 
dlesome agent was urimistakable. He 
was not only haled before local courts 
on every possible and impossible 
charge, but narrowly. escaped being 
the victim of mob law. It was not un- 
til the state had enforced an exces- 
-sive license tax upon ewmigration 
agents that the employirg farmers 
Were comparatively free from such a 
menace, aud for several years the 
rcounties most affected were sorely dis- 
tressed by the loss of laborers, a loss 
plainly evidenced in the population 
Statistics of the last census. 

| With all deference to the judgment 
and opinions of Mr, Graves ard his 
colonization cenfreres, the separatist 
‘idea is a dream with no appreciable 
following. The negro is here and he 
Is“here to stay. He must be reckoned 
with accordingly. If his existence 
here is a problem, the solution must 
be by some other methed than that of 
wholesale deportation. * As a solution 
it is theoretical, visionary, impractical 
and impossible. . . 

All that Mr. Graves says as to the 
domination of the “Anglo-Saxon cor- 
rectly presents the view of the south. 
Whatever may be the number of the 
negroes, Anglo-Saxon supremacy will 
ever prevail. No possible condition 
can alter this fact. The whites know 
it, and the blacks know it. Mr. Graves 
has made a most interesting presenta- 
tion of this feature gf the race ques- 
tion and all that he says assertive of 
the certainty of white supremacy is 
expressive of the condition as it exists 
in the south today, as it would exist 
in the north and west if the situation 
were the sagne there as here, and as 
it will ever exist, north and south, as 
long as the two races are side by 
side. 

Agreeing, therefore, so thoroughly 
With Mr. Graves on this feature of his 
address, we regret to differ so point- 
edly with him on his. proposed rem- 
eay.

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Secretary Shaw’s Remedy. 
Currency experts who are seeking 
the enactment of complicated legisla- 
tion on various lines will find small 


of the Treasury Shaw in bis Chicago 
speech. Following as this does the 
talk of Uncle Joe Cannon, this speech 
of the head of the federal finance de- 
partment will be taken as irfdicating 
pretty clearly that the majority senti- 
ment in the republican party des 
very little in the way of curre 
islation. 

Secretary Shaw's address 
plain, straightforward, business-..<e 
utterance of a believer in the funda- 
mentals of the present national bank- 
ing system, one who would deal with 
exigencies as they may present them- 
selves, but who ig not given over to 
chasing rainbows of any kind. He 
sees the needs of adding an element 
of elasticity to the present currency 
system, but is careful to explain that 
what he means by this is “some pro- 
vision by which, automatically, the 
aggregate voiume of dollars shal! in- 
crease whenever and wherever more 
doilars are needed, and will as prompt- 
ly retire when not needed.” 

Secretary Shaw protests a;ainst 
wnat is calied an “elastic dollar,” gay- 
ing the expression is a misnomer, 
which, of course, it is; but most of 
these who have’taiked for an “elastic” 
dollar have had -in mind just what the 
secretary himself advocates, though 
they may not have expressed them- 
selves so tersely. The average cur- 
rency expert delights in highsounding 
phrases. 

The secretary nakes bold to give 
his idea of the simplest way to secure 
the desired elasticity without permit- 
ting expansion to the extent of infla- 
tion, and he dees this with characteris- 
tic modesty. Instead of the tax of 
ten per cent per annum upon circula- 
tion, which is prohibitory, he would 
“add an amendment permitting na- 
tional banks, with the consent of the 
comptroller of the currency, to issue 
a volume of circulating notes equal to 
50 per cent of their (present) bond- 
secured circulation, at a tax of 6 per 
cent, the same to be reiired at will or 
by the directicn of the comptroller by 
the deposit of an equal amount of law- 
fil money with the subtreasury.”

He re- 
called and retold yesterday some of the 
amusing things which happened, the re- 
sults of Dr. McDonald’s pure love 
of fun, backed by his good humor and 
ready wit. 

“We saw the témb of Lord Nelson 
tcegether,’’ said this gentleman, “and we 
two were members of quite a party of 
sightseers. With us was a pompous in- 
dividual, a perfect type of the pompéus, 
egotistical Britisher, He seemed to think 
himgself some kind of superior being, 
placed on this earth for the purpose of 
enlightening less fortunate people in re- 
gard to everything in general. 

“At Nelson's tomb he grew. particu- 
larly. impressive, or sought to do so at 
least, and delivered a lecture on it for 
the benefit of all the others. He swelled 
up with impor.ance and looked particu- 
larly condescending as he said: 

‘* ‘Here, gentlemen, -is the tomb of Ad- 
miral Lord Nelson, the great sea cap- 
tain. Look at it. This outer sarcophagus 
weighs 40 tons. It is of the finest marble, 
Within is a steel coffin. It weighs sev- 
eral tons, as does the lead one still within 
iz. 
mahogany coffin, weighing many stone. 
There the sacred ashes of the great hero 
repose, While sightseers and the curious 
come and gaze.’ 

“With that he struck an attitude and 
regarded the pedOple about him with a 
lcok of tne man who thinks he has de- 
livered a crushing intellectual blow, and 
as much as to say: ‘Now. what do you 
ordinary duffers think of that?’ 

“We ‘ordinary duffers” said nothing for 
a moment, busy thinking of what a bore 
this fellow was, and then Dr. McDonald 
stepped quietly forward. looked long. and 
steadily at the splendid sarcophagus. 
Finally he turned to the Englishman and 
said: 

“ “After what vou say and what T can 
see I'm compelled to say that I believe 
vou have him pretty well fastened up. 
But if he should get out just telegraph 
me at my expense.’ E 

“The pompous Englishman suddeniy 
droofied and after that his silence was as 
noticeable as his garrulity had previously 
been. Dr. McDonald had = completeiy 
dumbfounded and silenced him,

contact with. I saw this strikingly illus- 
trated in a. Parisian hotel. 

“He wished to visit Ireland a I ,was 
anxious to take a look at parts on cona- 
tinenta] Europe in which he was not 
much interested, so for some weeks we 
separated with the understanding that 
when I came to Paris I should go to a 
certain hotel] at which he intended making 
a two weeks’ stay while I was elsewhere.

The trustees of the library will meet 
today or tomorrow for the purpose of 
formulating a call for this mass meeting, 
@nqg the call based on their action will 
be issued as soon as possibile thereafter. 
¢ The purpose of this movement is. to 
make the patrons of the library aggres- 
Sive in the interests of the institution 
Whose advantages they enjoy, and the 
end sought will be to put the united 
Strength of these library members in the 
fieid as a su:@ort to such candidates as 
favor generous appropriations to the 
library and against such other candidates 
&@s are known to be opponents of library 
appropriations. 

Miss Anne Wallace, the librarian, said 
yesterday: 

“The city council of Atlanta will do 
what the people want done and be oniy 
100 glad of the chance of doing it. The 
city has not given the library sufficient 
money in the past and the only way to 
get it in the future is to let the govern- 
ing Ones feel the political power of the 
135,000 members of this institution. 

“Such a number of people. aggressive- 
ly insistent on a certain thing, cannot 
well be disregarded by those who" seek 
Office through the popular ballot, and 
any way the only way to get what you 
want is to go out and seek it, not giving 
up until t purpose is finally accom- 
plished and the end attained.

“Vote for the candidate who favors the 
liprary.”’ 

n addition to this a big petition will 
be placed in all the publi¢ rooms of the 
library and in this council will be asked 
to increase its appropriations to the 
library to such an amount as wil! supply 
the nee@s of that institution. Every per- 
s0n who visits the library will be asked 
to sign this petition, and when the new 
council goés into office the petition wil! 
be presented, showing in black and white 
the public opinion of Atlanta in regard 
to the Carnegie library affairs. 

As a sort of extreme measure the Il- 
brary is just now planning to mailj to its 
patrons gome 13,000 circulars asking each 
one to whom :a circular is addressed to 
contribute $1 to a fund for the purchase 
of books. It is to obviate the necessity 
of such things that the political move- 
ment has been inaugurated. The first 
1,000 of these circulars will be fhailea 
today. They read as fo!lows: 

“The demand for books from the mem- 
bérship of the Carnegie library is stead- 
ily and rapifily growing. The city coun- 
cli of Atlanta having been unable to give 
the library sufficient funds to purchase 
new books actually needed for increased 
eirculation, it has been suggested to the 
trustees that an appeal for aid be made 
to the patrons of the library, hence the 
trustees respectfuliy ask from such as 
@ré directly interested in the welfare of 
the library a contribution of $1 for the 
purpose named. <A favorable response 
wili be deeply appreciated, and it is 
guaranteed by the trustees that what- 
@ver money is raised through this means 
will be devoted entirely to the purchase 
of new books.

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STROUPE SHOT 
« BY ASSASSINS 


— 


Killing of Farmer Was Deliber- 
ale and Foul Murder, 


He Was Shot Eight Times in the 
Back—Wife Discoveréd Dead 
Body in a‘Corn Field—He 
Had Had Trouble With 
Negro Thieves. 


The murder of Ben Stroupe, near Dun- 
wody, in this county, Wednesday after- 
noon, was one .of the most. cold-blooded 
assassinations that ever occurred in this 
section of the state. The details of the 
crime reached the city yesterday morning 
after the coroner had held an inqueat. 

Stroupe, who was a quiet and peaceable 
man, was in his corn fild pujling fod- 
der when two men slipped up behind 
him and shot him nine times with 38- 
caliber pistols. Eight of the shots were 
fired from the rear and only one bullet 
struck him in the front of the body. 

It is believed the murder grew out of 
negroes trying to steal pears from 
Stroupe'’s orchard. 

The terrible tragedy was followed by 
a most heartrending scene when the 
young wife discovered her husband's 
dead body. She was found sitting on 
the top of a raj] fenee, gazing down upon 
the body in a frenzy bordering onto mad- 
ness. 

The whole neighborhood is aroused and 
Coroner Stamps says that if the mur- 
derers are caught the people will make 
short work of them. Posses of cfti- 
zens have been organized and the woods 
searched in every direction. 

One arrest was made in the city. 
Charles Hason, a negro, was locked up by 
Patrolman Greene on suspicion, as he 
answered the description of a negro who 
is believed to be implicated in the crime. 

Had Trouble With Thieves. 

Three or four days ago Stroupe saw a 
negro-man and two negro women taking 
his pears from the orchard. He ordered 
them to leave his place, and told them 
if they stole any more fruit he ‘would 
have them arrested. That is the only 
trouble Stroupe has had with any one 
that his wife and neighbors know of. 

Wednesday afternoon Stroupe started 
to the corn field to pull fodder. He told 
his wife to send his eldest child to the 
field with a jug of water within an hour 
or two. 

After he had been gone about thirty 
minutes Mrs. Stroupe heard several pis- 
to] shots and heard some one scream. 
An hour later she sent the child to the 
field with the jug of water. The child 
returned, stating she could not find her 
father. Mrs. Stroupe went to the field 
herself. She did not see her husband 
and heard no answer when she called 
him. Two boys who were pulling fodder 
in an adjoining field pointed out the spot 
where the pistols had been fired. Mrs. 
Stroupe went to. the place, and there be- 
held her husband's dead body. He had 
fallen near a pasture arfd close to the 
fence. Mrs. Stroupe was on the fence 
when she first saw her husband.. She 
sereamed and cried out so loudly that 
several men in nearby flelds ran to her 
to ascertain what was the matter. 

The heart-broken and agonized wife 
was still on the. fence and had to be 
taken off and carried back to her home. 
It is believed she may lose her reason. 

Posses were immediately organized and 
efforts made to track the murderers. 

Murderers Reloaded Pistols. 

When the coroner reached the scene of 
the crime yesterday morning he found 
nine empty cartridge shells, five in one 
place and four in another. The mur- 
derers, and there were at least two of 
them, had deliberately reloaded their pis- 
tols after shooting their victim down. 

At the post-mortem examination nine 
pisto] balls were found in  Stroupe’s 
body. He had been shot eight times in 
the back. 

The verdict of: the coroner’s jury was 
that the deceased was murdered by par- 
ties unknown. 

The negroes with whom Straupe had 
trouble about the pears have disap- 
peared. . 

Stroupe was about 30 years of age. He 
leaves a wife and three little children, 
the youngest of whom is only 3 months 
old. He is well known in the city, where 
he often came. 

The county police are at work on the 
ease and will do everything in their 
power to bring the assassins to justice.

WALTER B. HILL 
ON TEMPERANCE 


Appear at Negro 
Conference. 


One of the features af yesterday's ses- 
sion of the John Martin Bible confer- 
ence, Held at the Central Avenue Meth- 
cdist Episcopal church, was the address 
delivered by Professor J. W. Gilbert on 
“The Responsibility of the /Educated Ne- 


gro Preacher.” 

In geginning he emphasized the respan- 
sibility of the negro preacher, showing 
that he wielded far more power than 
the white preacher on account cf the 
ignorance of the people to whom he 
preaches and their perfect rejiance on his 
advice. He said that the preacher should 
be the leader of his people in every pos- 
sible way, since he holds the most im- 
rertant position among them, going into 
their homes, influencing their religious 
Tife, their home life and their public life, 
end often acting as their political as 
well as their religious leader. Starting 
from this, he showed that many of the 
preachers of the present day have become 
preechers in crder to obtain the power 
wielded by the clergy, and have tco lit- 
tle care for the religious welfare of their 
congregations. Jie painted a vivid pic- 
ture of the preacher af today and show- 
ed clearly how different the syst°m 
would bat if educated preachers took the 
place of the ignorant ones now in power. 

Chancellor Walter B. Hill spoke at the 
afternoon session on the subject of tem- 
perance. He showed the value of temper- 
ance to the athiete and to men in every 
class of lifé, and interspersed his speech 
with many incidents. In the Izgst part 
Of tis speech he touched on the lynch- 
ing question, showing its relation to the 
temperance question. He deprecated the 
Policy pursued by certain negro conven- 
tions of minimizing the evil of the crime 
of rape, saying that “nearly all sovwthern 
white women are forever living unéer a 
cloud of apprehersion and dread.’ He 
showed how the fear of this evil dis- 
turbed the education of white girls in

HIGH SCHOOL 
* HAS NEW COURSE 


The Manual Training Depart- 
ment Will Attract Many 
Youths. 


A popular attention is being cent@red 
just now in the establishment of a tech- 
nclogical department in the Boys’ High 
school, The innovation concerns all those 
who are interested in the welfare and 
Piogress of the public school syatem, and 
especially the parents of boys who are 
at the high school age. The nature of the 
new department, its value and scope, are 
not generally understood, however, al- 
though the new work begins with the 
opening of the schools on Tuesday. 

Feginning at once thére will be three 
Separate courses in the Boys’ High school 
—the classic, the technological and the 
commercial, and these courses will be 
elective. Professor Slaton, principal of 
the school, will have for his chief inter- 
eet the classic department. Mr. Smith 
wil) direct the commercial work, and Mr. 
Utterback will be the technical instruc- 
tor, 

The classic departm@nt will continue on 
its usual] advanced lines; the business ed- 
ucation to be derived from the commer- 
cial department will be equal to any 
that could be secured in the stgte, and 
the technological course, which on ac- 
account of its novelty, requires a tonger 
explanation, will ground its students thor- 
Oughly and scientifically. in mechanical 
werk according to the most progressive 
thought, 

Contrary to the common 
Supposes that the technological course 
means Work only with the hands and the 
acquirement of the simpler trades like 
carpentering, etc., this course is broad in 
its scope and is designed to impart, 
through its material and methods, a com- 
piéte foundational training of ‘“‘the head, 
the hand and the heart,’ the modern ed- 
ucational ideal. 

A glance at the programme of work 
which it is proposed to accomplish in the 
three vears the technological course 
Will probably be surprising. It Includes: 
Higher arithm¢tic, algebra, complete and 
higher plane and solid geometry, com- 
plete; trigonometry, descriptive geometry 
and descriptive geometry drawing, Eng- 
‘ish, debating, freehand aud mechanical 
drawing, shop.work, including cabinet 
making, pattern making, wood turning, 
forge and foundry work. 

The great henefit claimed*for the tech- 
nelogical training is based upon its nat- 
uralness and the system has been,evolved 
partly from observing the inclinations and 
instincts of children as experienced in the 
Way they occupy themselves. Thev are 
imitating what they see around them and 
providing they can for their own

| The wompletion of the technological 
course at the high school will admit the 
/Sraduate to the Georgia School of Tech- 
rology. and although this jdea is not the 
fundamental one jin the establishment of 
the department or of the curriculum de- 
cided upon, it may be mentioned as evi- 
dence of the proposed thoroughness and 
@alue of the high school course since 
the demand of the School of Technology 
is known to be of high standard Not 
ar.ly those boys who intend to devote 
themselves to become engineers, etc., will 
find the technological course the best 
t*ing for them, but those also who have 
net vet discovered their vocatian § will 
find in this course a great deal of good. 
direct and ultimate, and it can wisely 
guide them in their choice of a career. 
Should they find after one year's techno- 
legical study that their abilities are not 
in that line they are at liberty to trans- 
fer their study to the classic or the busi- 
ness department. 

Boys who intend to enter upon a pro- 
fcssion will find the classic course by far 
the best suited to their needs, and those 
who expect to do clerical, secretaria] 
work, etc.. would find the commercial] de- 
partment their wisest choice. 

The technological departmen¢ will at- 
tract a large number of earnest. hard- 
werking students, however, who are look- 


ing forward to some fixed object. and 
every vear probably their number will in- 
créase as the benefits to be derived from 
this kind of study are developed.
